During the six hours between midnight, when the 
coup attempt was launched, and dawn, when it appar- 
ently collapsed, the radio stations in Ankara and ,Igtto- 
bul were briefly occupied by Aydemir supporters and 
die rebels succeeded in occupying positions in govern- 
ment Jjuildtngs in the center of Ankara. ’The final put- 
come» however, was certain once the major military 
units pledged loyalty to the government and the air force 
issued its ultimatum to give up or be bombed.
